Defense of Bigler.

YOUNG GIRL’S HEROISM. 


Saves Boat Tossed Sixty Hours by 
‘Terrific Storm on Leech 
Lake. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES,] 
WALKER (Minn.) Oct. 18.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The forty-fopt gas 
boat Sarah L., surviving a sixty-hour 
fight with one of the fiercest storms 
that ever swept Leech Lake, was res- 
cued from sinking by the heroic action 
of Miss Maud Morical, a girl school 
teacher, who was brought back much 
exhausted but not dangerously hurt. 
“We were five miles out in the big 
lake,”” said Miss Morical, in relating 
her experience, “when the gale de- 
scended upon us. A wave shot over 
the boat and tore, out the front cabin, 
exposing the wheel. I held it steedy 
while the engineer repaired his engine, 
which had been damaged by the shock. 
I then cut loose two heavy trailing 
barges which threatened to stave a 
hole in the sides of the boat. 

“Terror whitened the faces of sea- 
sick Indians among the passengers, 
who shouted pleas to heaven. Freight- 
ed flour became wet and immersed 
the crouching redskins. None of us 
dared sleep. We could hardly tell day 


from night. The wind blew blizzards 
of snow. Finally Wednesday morning 
we ran up on the shore and after 
walling sme distance got under shel- 
ter.” 


PASSENGERS SAVED. 


Those on Board Liner Antilles, To- 
gether With Part of Steamer’s 
Crew, Reach New York. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—The passea- 
gers and part of the crew of the South- 
ern Pacific liner Antilles, which ran 
agroad off the southeast coast of 
Florida a week ago, were landed here 
today by thé steamer Comus of the 
same line.
